Report of School Board 


We have been very fortunate in securing the services 
of good teachers the past year, and we consider that our 
schools have been very successful. 

We wish to extend thanks to Miss Ellen Webster for 
the gift of some 25 or 30 text books to the No. 3 school. 
The teacher reports that she found these books very use- 
ful for reference. 

As there is a balance of $416.65 in favor of the school 
district, we would recommend that no extra school money 
be raised for school purposes the present year. 

We find there are 24 children in town between the 
ages of 5 and 16 years, 18 boys and 6 girls.
